"Are we sinking?" some frightened 
voices ask. The officers try to quiet them. Men are below 
investigating the damage, and they will soon know. The re- 
port comes that the ship has sprung a leak, but that with the 
aid. of the pumps they can reach their destination. 



At last the party is in the Promised Land, among settlers 
who had gone earlier. The landing at Quebec from the leak- 
ing vessel; the long journey up the St. Lawrence and over the 
Great Lakes; the dusty railway trip across southern Wiscon- 
sin — all is forgotten in the presence of friends and new hopes. 

Most of the families secured land or found places to work 
in their neighborhood. But Thor's father, Hans Foss, and El- 
sa s father, Knut Berg, decided to go farther north, where they 
heard there was much free land and opportunity to work for 
good wages in the pineries. They provided for their families 
as well as they could and started north into the unknown coun- 
try. Thor and Elsa both hired out to Americans and thus 
learned to speak a little English. 

For the two wives left alone with each a flock of children, 
it* was a time of serious hardship. They had no money, ex- 
cept what little they sometimes made by working for the neigh- 
bors, and what Thor and Elsa could spare from their small 
wages. But the neighbors, though poor, had the true pioneer 
spirit. No one went hungry as long as there was food in the 
settlement. 

One Saturday evening, after many weeks of waiting, they 
saw their husbands coming along the dusty road. They had 
seen no gladder sight since they came to America than those 
dusty, dirty and ragged men, whom they scarcely recognized. 
The next day both families were gathered to hear of the trip 
and of future plans. 

It had been a hard journey: Pathless woods, swollen 
streams, fearful heat; storms, wetting them* to the skin and 
spoiling their scanty* food; but at the end they had found work. 
The pay was small, but at any rate they had good, nourishing 
food. And they had selected a tract of land on the shore of a 
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lake abounding in fish. Here they had built two small log- 
huts, which would at least keep them warm during the winter, 
while the men were away in the lumber camps. But they would 
have to work here first until fall, so as to get money enough 
for a yoke of oxen to take their households north. 

Just before winter is about to set in we find them settled 
in their new home. It had seemed to the poor mothers, as 
they had • crept northward, now walking, now sitting on .the 
jolting, home-made wagon, ever trying to still the restless, suf- 
fering children, as if the journey never would end. When at 
last they arrived at North Lake, as it was called, the rude, 
hurriedly built huts seemed almost like heaven to them. 

Three years have passed, full of toil, hardship, sickness, 
suffering; but also full of creative progress. Two new, roomy 
log-houses stand near the lake. Cattle are grazing on the 
shore, fields of grain waving on the upland. 

It is Saturday evening. Out on the lake we see two old 
acquaintances, Thor and Elsa, in a boat. They are trying 
to catch fish for Sunday dinner; for tomorrow their little com- 
munity is for the first time to have services by one of tjieir 
own Lutheran pastors, and the pastor is to take dinner at 
Bergs's. 

Thor has several times attempted to say something, but 
has only succeeded in getting red in the face. Elsa seems to 
enjoy his futile attempts, or else she does not know just how 
to help him. At last, looking up to his father's house, he says: 
"How would you like to have a house and farm of your own 
like that, Elsa?" 

"Well, that rich Yankee bachelor over east offered me his 
hand and home some time ago." 

"Elsa!" The boy's eyes gleamed fire. 

"Oh, well, you just wanted to know how I would like such 
a house and farm. He won't ask me again, though," she added 
demurely. 

"Elsa, you know what I mean. We have grown up together. 
Our folks do not need us at home any longer. We are both 
of age now, and I know of a splendid piece of land, where I will 
build a cozy house for us both, and — " 

"How do you know I will go with you any more than 
with that Yankee?" Thor, however, saw the blushing cheek 
and the' crimson neck. He bent forward, fishing-rod in hand, 
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until he beheld under the sun-bonnet two blue eyes half filled 
with tears — "Elsa, will you have me?"

To. the Norwegian immigrant his home is not complete un- 
til he has his own church established in the settlement. True, 
he has his Bible, his hymn-book and book of sermons for fam- 
ily use; but the more he uses these, the more he longs for reg- 
ular church services.

Frederick Holm came to the North Lake settlement. The 
services were to be held at Knut Berg's, where a little grove 
had been cleared near the house.

All tried to get 
a glimpse of the preacher. Few of them had seen an ordained 
minister since they left the mother country. They beheld a 
young man of about twenty-six, tall and vigorous-looking. He 
had already spent a year as pioneer preacher and had learned 
to meet settlers on their own ground, sharing good and evil 
with them. His heart went out at once to these sincere, kindly 
men and women, who came one by one to take his hand. As 
he looked out over the beautiful sunlit lake, he thought: 
'Would not this be a fine place for a church and parsonage? 
My Hilda would like it here.' 

When he began to preach and looked into the upturned 
faces, seeming to take in his words almost before he uttered 
them, he had his first experience of forgetting his manuscript, 
and carrying his audience with him, eye speaking to eye, man 
to man and heart to heart.

" |3 E y e merciful, even as your Father in Heaven is merci- 

rS ful." This command of Jesus, His Church is trying to 
comply with, through her department of mercy, by the 
different agencies which she has developed or is developing. 

Our Father also admonishes us to let everything be done 
decently and in order, and that is what the Church is trying 
to comply with by organizing her different institutions and ac- 
tivities of mercy into the department of mercy, as she has done 
with her other activities, such as, the department of education, 
the department of missions, the department of publication, etc. 

The department of mercy resembles all other departments 
in this respect, that it requires laborers to carry on the work, 
and not only laborers, but skilled and devoted laborers. There- 
fore the Church has established her 

Deaconess Home and Hospital at 1138 N. Leavitt St., Chi- 
cago, 111., which is to the work of mercy what the seminary is 
to the ministry of the Word and the normal school is to the 
teaching activity. 

The object of the Deaconess Home is to train girls and 
young, childless "widows for service in all kinds of work of 
mercy. Some people seem to think that deaconess home and 
hospital are synonymous. But this is a mistake, for nursing or 
hospital work is only one branch of the deaconess work, which 
the following list of occupations or fields of labor in which 
our Sisters are occupied, will fully exemplify: Kindergartens, 
day nurseries, homes for the aged, city missions, Jewish mis- 
sion, foreign mission, parish work, homefinding work and gen- 
eral nursing. Indeed, the opportunities for usefulness in the 
deaconate are so manifold that the natural talent of any Chris- 
tian young woman can find blessed occupation in its sisterhood. 

All of our institutions and activities of mercy are in great 
need of trained and devoted workers. The Church could 
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station at least 200 more Sisters than she has now in her de- 
partment of mercy. She could station 35 more Sisters at her 
children's homes alone if she had them, and almost an unlimited 
number of Sisters in her city mission work in all its different 
activities. The foreign mission work, which now engages 11 
of our Sisters, has an unlimited field for them, and there are a 
number of busy city congregations with tired and overworked 
pastors asking for parish Sisters, whose functions are looked 
upon as the ideal and crown of all deaconess work. 

The influx to the cities of so many of our people makes it 
imperative that the Church accommodate herself to the de- 
mands that the city conditions place upon -her. These de- 
mands in a large measure spell deaconess work. 

The present demand for young men for military service also 
makes it imperative that more women enter the deaconess 
sisterhood, if the Church is to be equal to the demands upon 
her both at home and abroad. 

Dear young women! Your Church has never called so 
loudly for your service as at this time, and your deaconess 
home at 1138 N. Leavitt St., Chicago, is ready and fully 
equipped to welcome you and train you, mother you, station 
you, then look after you and pension you when, by reason of 
age or sickness, you can serve no longer. Your Church offers^ 
you a position in her working force in which you can throw 
yourself into the work for the Master wholeheartedly, so you 
need not spend any time thinking about the question of your 
own personal living expenses. She provides a neat, plain garb 
for you, so you need spend no time in keeping up with the ever 
changing demands of fashion — a garb which is very serviceable 
and at the same time your protection among the worst kind of 
people and your introduction wherever you go. Dear young 
women, think of the deaconess work when you go into your 
closet, and on your knees ask your Heavenly Father to direct 
you in the matter of choosing your life-work. 

Our Homes for the Aged 

All over our Church there are those dear old members 
who have run the race, completed their work and are simply 
waiting to hear the Master say, "Come home." Some of these 
old people have a few hundred dollars while some, by reason of 
circumstances find themselves with no means on which to live 
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during the waiting season. Some of these dear old people have 
homes of their own, some have kind children or other relations 
or friends who are glad to minister to them; but there are 
an ever increasing number who, while they may be the owners 
of a few hundred dollars, have no place where they can stay. 
For the benefit of such people the Church has established 
six homes for the aged in the different parts of her territory, 
and a visit .to these homes fills one with joy that he or she 
has been privileged to contribute to their establishment and 
maintenance. In almost every room of these institutions we 
meet these dear old, wrinkled, bespectacled faces smiling us 
their greeting and thanking God and His people for the quiet 
homes where they can spend their declining years. One dear 
old lady whose very countenance seemed like a benediction, told 
us that she never went to bed without thanking God and ask- 
ing His blessing upon His people for her place in the home. 
As stated above, we have six of these homes with a total

Our Children's Homes 
Death knows no respect of persons. When it enters the 
home it takes its victim and cuts the dearest earthly ties. 
Fathers and mothers are taken away, and well-cared-for chil- 
dren are made dependent on others for their living. In the face 
of all this we can only say, God's ways and thoughts are as 
much higher than ours as Heaven is higher than the earth. 
His ways are past finding out. But we know that He doeth 
all things well. This is also very beautifully exemplified in the 
fact that so many of these parentless children are members of, 
and in the care of, the body of Christ, the church, which has 
the same mind that was in Christ Jesus. And as Christ, the 
Head and Example of the church, took little children up in 
His arms and blessed them, so His body, the church, is follow- 
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* 

ing in His footsteps by building and maintaining children's 
homes, of which we have seven, located as follows:

At these seven homes there is a total of 605 orphaned chil- 
dren or children who are worse off than if they were orphaned. 
There are parents who are so situated or so constituted that 
they can not take care of their children; and there are parents 
who are a curse to their children, and their children are much 
better off when taken away from them and placed in our 
children's homes. So, whether the 605 children are orphans 
or not, they are depending upon our children's homes, and 
the homes are depending upon the members of the body of 
Christ. 

Here we have 605 pairs of hands of dependent children 
reaching out to us, and 605 pairs, of children's eyes looking 
wistfully towards us, and 605 children's faces smiling us their 
gratitude when we do our duty for our dear Master through 
these little representatives of His Kingdom. 

In 1917 the Church took up the 

Home Finding Work, 
which consists in placing orphaned and otherwise dependent 
children in real homes for adoption. For in spite of the fact 
that we rejoice in having so many good children's homes for de- 
pendent children, we prefer to place such children in real homes 
with foster parents who adopt them, thus making them their 
legal children and heirs. No matter how efficient our children's 
homes may be, they can never be real homes, and there 
is one thing the children of our children's homes can- 
not have,' and that is, the personal love and care that 
children should have and which they can get only in a real 
home. From May 1st, 1917, to May 1st, 1918, we placed 28 
dependent children in such real homes, and if it were not for 
the wording of the contracts by which children have been ad- 
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mitted into our children's homes, we could have placed many 
more, for we have the encouragement in this work of having a 
long list of applicants for children. We hope soon to have this 
department so well organized that we shall have good homes 
on our list all over the Church ready to adopt any normal 
children that may become dependent in their part of the 
Church. Thus both the work and the expense of taking care 
of our dependent children will be minimized and the welfare of 
the children will be enhanced. 

The City Mission 

Exclusive of the preaching of the Word and the organiza- 
tion of congregations, the city mission is another activity which 
is demanding more and more of the attention of the Church. 
When Christ said, "Gather them in," "Compel them to come 
in," He must have had in mind our present city conditions. 
Too many of our people have been flocking to the great cities, 
where they have a wonderful way of getting lost. Most of 
them had some money when they left their country home to 
seek their fortunes in the large city. The fortunes are made 
by so very few, while most of them become common laborers, 
and sink down into poverty. They become discouraged and 
despondent and hide away both from the church and their 
country relations and friends. They never attend church, their 
children are not baptized or confirmed, and they soon go back 
to heathenism. 

If these people are to be brought back to God and His 
church, they must be "gathered in," "compelled to come in." 
The power that can gather them and compel them to dome in 
is the love of Christ shown forth in the lives and activities of 
city missionaries that the Church, through its board of char- 
ities, calls to this work. They find them sick in the hospitals, 
where they visit and minister to them. They often find them 
in the poorhouses and on the poorfarms. They find their chil- 
dren in the juvenile courts, where they take them up in the arms 
of the church. And by house to house canvas in rear houses, 
where the rent is low. They befriend them and help them to 
better positions and better social surroundings and lead them 
to church or, at least, get their children into Sunday schools. 
One of our city missionaries in St. Paul, Minn., has been ap- 
pointed caretaker and distributor of pensions to the Lutheran 
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widows that the city pensions. Our Church is carrying on this 
work through its city missionaries in New York, Brooklyn, 
Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis, Seattle and San Francisco 
Besides, every conscientious city pastor spends much of his time 
in this kind of work. The city missionary needs your hearty 
support both in prayer and in contributions. We have only be- 
gun. Other cities are asking for workers, and the cities where 
we have begun are calling for more workers. 

The Norwegian Lutheran Rescue Home 
The unclean spirit in Gadara said, "My name is legion. ,, 
In this legion are some whose names are seducers. They are 
seducing unsuspecting young girls, who become their prey. The 
Norwegian Lutheran Rescue Home, 64 Bedford St. S.E., 
Minneapolis, Minn., is founded and maintained by our people 
for the purpose of rescuing such girls. Its capacity is fifty 
pr. year, and it is always filled to its capacity. Here at this 
blessed institution many a girl who had gone astray has been 
brought back into the fold. Many a girl who had left home 
determined never to return was here induced to tell her parents 
all, and was forgiven and welcomed home again. If the girls 
wish to give their children away our home finding department 
places them, and, if they wish to keep their children, but have 
no home to go to, homes are found for them with good peo- 
ple, when they can support themselves and their babies. This 
institution exists largely on donations. 

Needy Pastors' and Widows' Fund 
All honor to the veterans. Our country is dotted with 
homes for the old soldiers, and on every memorial day we 
do not only decorate the resting places of the dead soldiers, 
but we honor those who still are with us. > In a great many 
cemeteries we find some prominent headstones telling us that 
it marks the resting place of a veteran in the church services. 
We have a number of these veterans still with us, veteran 
clergymen and their wives, or their widows, who have made 
it possible for us to begin our service in the same kingdom 
under more favorable conditions than they did. 

The pension fund was not established when these veterans 
retired or these women were widowed. So they can not re- 
ceive anything from the pension fund. But the Church has 
established the so-called Needy Pastors' and Widows' Fund for 
them. At present there are 51 beneficiaries of this fund, which 
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depends entirely on voluntary donations, and hitherto hath the 
good Lord helped through His people. 

Last year the department of mercy collected and distributed 
about $100,000.00, which sum must be at least duplicated if 
the department is to do a like amount of work this year. From 
the above it ought to be evident that this department is reach- 
ing out its helping hand and serving the Lord in the ministry 
of mercy among the sick, the afflicted, the orphaned, the aged, 
the poor, the needy and the wayward, or wherever it is needed 
for the physical and spiritual uplift of those to whom it min- 
isters. 

We have' the institutions and the workers. But they are 
only the agencies through whom God's people are largely doing 
their work of mercy. The buildings as such can do nothing. 
The unsalaried workers can not continue. The sustaining force 
of this department is in the form of the prayers and donations 
of God's people, who believe that they are stewards over the 
silver and the gold which they know belongs to their God. 

The Charity Fund 

The board of charities found that some institutions were 
more liberally supported than others doing the same kind' of 
work. It also found that the people of the former synods were 
supporting the particular institutions that before the union had 
belonged to their synods. The board decided therefore to es- 
tablish a general charity fund, to which it invites people to 
contribute just as we are doing to the general mission fund. 

It is not intended to try to hinder anyone from designating 
which institution or activity they wish to donate to. In that 
case their wishes are always strictly complied with. But the 
intention is to provide a general charity fund so that all the 
institutions and activities of mercy may be equally well cared 
for, and also to further the interests of all the people in all of 
our institutions and activities. 

The Treasurer 

The treasurer of the charity fund is the general treasurer 
of our Church, Mr. E. Waldeland, 425 4th St. So., Minneapo- 
lis, Minn. 
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Gifts in Natura 
Other gifts in the form of clothing, food or anything else 
that can be of use in a home may be sent to the different in- 
stitutions direct. All donations of any form are receipted for 
in our church papers. 

The Double-Doing Dollar 

It has been said that a dollar can not do more than one 
thing at a time. But the dollar donated to the charity fund 
of the Church does two things at the same time: it blesses 
him who gets it, and it reflects a blessing upon him who gives 
it. The good Lord says: "Blessed is he that considereth the 
poor: The Lord will deliver him in time of trouble." Ps. 
41:1. 



Our Educational Institutions 

WHEN the three Norwegian Lutheran church bodies 
united, in 1917, the educational forces in the new 
Church comprised twenty-five educational institu- 
tions. These were: A theological seminary, three colleges, two 
normal schools, one ladies' seminary, and eighteen preparatory 
schools under various names, most of them doing high school 
and commercial work. 

Compared with the size of our Church as to numbers, this 
represents a strong educational influence. It is true, these 
schools are not large institutions, but educational history shows 
that the small school, where the personal influence of the teach- 
ers has a full opportunity to influence the Work, the school life, 
and the aims of the student, produces better men and women 
than the mammoth institutions, where the personal identity of 
a student in nine cases out of ten is lost. Especially is this 
true during the age before completion of college work. When 
we measure educational value by the highest standard of 
measurement, the moulding of character, or, in the terms of 
Christian faith, the bringing up of men and women possessing 
a strong, live Christian character, then the work of these 
church schools commands an important place in our church 
activity. 

Nor must the importance of the work done by our schools 
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be measured alone by die number of men and women who go 
out from them into some direct service of the Church. Al- 
though this alone would justify the efforts and the means spent, 
we must remember that when the greater part of the students 
in our schools go into secular occupations, their moral influence 
is by no means lost to the Church. In many cases it becomes, 
under the Word of God, the backbone of church activity. 

For this reason we shall give in the present issue of the 
Lutheran Almanac a brief review of our schools and their 
work. If any of the institutions are not given as much atten- 
tion as their work might deserve, it is because we are lacking 
the necessary statistics at the time of writing. 

Luther Seminary 

This is out theological school, situated at St. Anthony Park, 
midway between St. Paul and Minneapolis. It constitutes a 
union between three theological schools: 1. Luther Seminary, 
of the Norwegian Synod, organized in 1876, at Madison, Wis., 
later moved to the Twin Cities. 2. Red Wing Seminary, of the 
Hauge Synod, established in 1879, at Red Wing, Minn. 3. The 
United Church Seminary, established in 1890, by the United 
Church. It is the new building of the institution last men- 
tioned, at St. Anthony Park, which is now used by the new 
Luther Seminary of our Church. 

The institution offers two courses: 

1. A theological course of three years, for the training of 
pastors and missionaries. It is conducted in two departments: 

a. The theoretical department, for college graduates. A 
satisfactory knowledge of Latin, Greek and Hebrew is re- 
quired for entrance in this department. 

b. The practical department, for those who have not com- 
pleted a college course but whose age and other qualifications 
form a satisfactory preparation for the study of theology. 

2. A post-graduate course of one year. Any pastor or 
theological candidate may be admitted to this course. 

No tuition is charged. Other expenses are very reasonable. 

THE COLLEGES 

We shall take these in the order of their establishment. 

In the pioneer days of our Church in America the means 
of securing a college education was offered by the Church for 
the special purpose of preparing young men for the ministry. 
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The aim of our colleges has gradually been expanded, until 
they now offer a general preparation for any vocation. 

Luther College 
Decorah, Iowa 

Established 1861, at Half-way Creek, Wis. Removed to 
its present location at Decorah, la., in 1862. 

It is a school for boys and has always placed special em- 
phasis upon a classical education. Its total number of graduates 
is 734, of whom 273 have studied theology. 187 non-graduates 
have also studied theology, making the total number of theo- 
logical students from this college 460. 

Besides the regular college course of four years, it has a 
four-year preparatory course leading up to the college course. 
On account of war conditions, the attendance for 1917 was 
somewhat less than usual, reaching only 130. The expenses for 
tuition, room and board average about $175 for the school 
year. The college library comprises over 20,000 bound volumes. 
The band and other musical organizations have become famous. 

The college is endowed with legacies to the amount of $285,- 
000. Its buildings, equipment and campus are valued at 
$237,000. 

St. Olaf College, 
Northfield, Minn. 

Established in 1874, at Northfield, Minn., as "St. Olaf's 
School." Established as a college, under its present name, in 
1886. 

It is a co-educational institution, and is the largest of our 
colleges, its attendance for 1917-18 being 549. It has two de- 
partments, a college department and a school of music. The 
college courses lead to the degrees of master of arts. or mas- 
ter of science. Graduates of the school of music receive the 
degree of bachelor of music. 

The expenses for tuition, room and board are from $200 to 
$230 for the school year. The boys' dormitory has rooms for 
250 and the girls' dormitory for 110. The college library con- 
tains 13,320 volumes. The college has buildings, equipment, etc., 
for over $300,000, and its endowment fund and other legacies 
amount to about $300,000. 

The school has a large number of graduates. 
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Concordia College, 
Moorhead, Minn. 
This institution was established in 1891 ; its work being 
chiefly high school and commercial work, with a number of 
special courses. In 1917 it was established by the new church 
body as a college, with a four-year college course, leading to 
the degree of B. A. It is a co-educational school. In addition 
to the college department it maintains its former academic, or 
preparatory course, a ladies' seminary course, a commercial 
course, manual training courses and domestic science courses. 

Tuition, board and room for the year are $240. 
The main building has class rooms for 400 students and an 
auditorium seating 800. The ladies' hall accommodates 100, 
and the boys' dormitory 142. The total attendance for 1917-18 
was 445. 

NORMAL SCHOOLS 

Augustana College and Normal School, 

Sioux Falls, S. D. 

Established in 1889 by the Norwegian Synod. It has offered 
as the Lutheran Normal School the following courses: An ele- 
mentary course of two years, leading to a second grade certifi- 
cate. An intermediate course of four years, leading to a first 
grade certificate. A high school course of four years. A high 
school graduate course of one year. An advanced course of 
two years for graduates of the intermediate or high school 
courses, leading to a state certificate and life diploma. 

Tuition, board and room for the year, $240. The atten- 
dance for 1917-18 was 200, of which 47 in the model school. 

This school has now been consolidated with Augustana Col- 
lege, under the above name. The consolidated institution is 
located at Sioux Falls, in the L. N. S. buildings. 

Lutheran Normal School, 
Madison, Minn. 

Established in 1892 by the United Church. It offers the fol- 
lowing courses: 1. A normal course of four years, leading to a 
first grade certificate. There is also, connected with this course 
a special class of one year in eighth grade branches. 2. A pa- 
rochial course of two years, affording special preparation for 
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teaching parochial school. Tuition, board and room for the 

year, $173.40. The attendance for 1917-18 was, in the normal 

school, 121, in the model school, 29, total, 150. 

Lutheran Ladies' Seminary, 

Red Wing, Minn. 

Founded in 1894 by a private corporation of Lutherans. It 
has modern buildings, beautifully located, valued at about $150,- 
000. It offers the following courses: 1. A college preparatory 
course of four years. 2. A seminary and home economy course 
of four years. 3. A civil service shorthand and typewriting 
course of one year. 4. Department of expression, a three-year 
course. 

The school of music offers a diploma course of four years 
and a teachers' certificate course of four years; also a normal 
public school music training course of two years. 

There is also a normal public school arts and crafts training 
course of two years. 

Tuition, room and board for the year, $235, with extras for 
music instruction and practice. Enrollment, 1917-18, 125. 

SECONDARY SCHOOLS— COEDUCATIONAL 

Nearly all of these schools have been established and are 
maintained by private corporations, but receive some financial 
support from the Church and are under its supervision. Some, 
like Augustana College and Red Wing Seminary, were trans- 
ferred to the Church at the union of the three synods, and are 
thus directly owned and controlled by the church body. 

Augustana College, 
Canton, S. D. 
Established 1860 at Chicago by the Scandinavian Augustana 
Synod, and moved to Paxton, 111., in 1863. In 1869 the Nor- 
wegian members of the Augustana Synod established a Nor- 
wegian Augustana College . and Seminary at Marshall, Wis., 
while the Swedes kept on at Paxton, and later moved their 
school to Rock Island, 111. In 1881 the Norwegian Augustana 
Synod (organized in 1870) moved their school to Beloit, Iowa. 
In 1884 they established the college at Canton, S. D., leaving 
the seminary at Beloit. In 1890 the college became the prop- 
erty of the United Church. The following departments have 
been maintained: 1. A college department, giving the first two 
years of college work. 2. Academic. 3. Normal. 4. Commer- 
cial. 5. Home economics. 6. Music. 
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Tuition, room and board, per year, average, $200. The en- 
rollment for 1917-18 was 324, of which 22 were in the summer 
school. 

This school has been consolidated with Lutheran Normal 
School of Sioux Falls, under the name of Augustana College 
and Normal School. The consolidated institution occupies the 
Normal School buildings at Sioux Falls. 

Red Wing Seminary, 
Red Wing, Minn. 

Established in 1879 by the Hauge Synod, as a preparatory 
and theological school. Its graduates number, in the theo- 
logical department, 186, in the college department, 305, 48 of 
whom have received the degree of B. A. Its present courses 
are: 1. The pro-seminary, preparatory to the practical course 
in theology at Luther Seminary. 2. Academic. 3. Normal. 
4. Parochial normal. 5. Commercial. 6. Musical. 

Tuition, room and board, approximately $195. Enrollment 
for 1917-18, 142. 

Park Region Luther College, 
Fergus Falls, Minn. 

Established 1892 by a private corporation of Lutherans, as 
an academy. In 1909 a college department was begun, sup- 
ported by the Minnesota District of the Norwegian Synod, 
which in 1914 received the support of the whole Synod. In 
1917, as a result of the Union, the college department was 
transferred to Concordia College, in exchange for the normal 
department and the immigrant course of that institution. In 
addition to these two the school now has the academic depart- 
ment, the music department and the commercial department. 

Tuition, room and board, $200 to $240. Enrollment, 1917- 
18, 173, of which 29 in the model school. 

Albion Academy, 
Albion, Wis. 
This will temporarily suspend operations during the war. 
It was originally established in 1854. Became the property 
of the surrounding congregations of the Norwegian Synod in 
1901. Has maintained a classical and a scientific course of four 
years each: also a commercial and an agricultural course. 
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Bruflat Academy, 

Portland, N. D. 

Established in 1889 by the Bruflat congregation. It has 

maintained college preparatory, normal and commercial 

courses, in addition to a parochial course for the children of 

the congregation. 

Camrose Lutheran College, 
Camrose, Canada 
Established in 1911. It maintains the following depart- 
ments: Academic, four years. Parochial normal, two years. 
Pro-seminary, three years. Bible course. Agriculture course. 
Household science. Music. School of business. Total en- 
rollment, 1917-18, 86. 

Tuition, board and room, $225. 

Lutheran College, 
Clifton, Texas 
Established by congregations of the Norwegian Synod in 
1896, it has performed a noble educational work for this sec- 
tion, which is so far separated from the main body of our 
Church. It offers college preparatory, academic, normal, home 
economy and music courses. It has a small endowment iund 
of a little more than $6,000. 

Columbia Lutheran College, 

Everett, Wash. 

Established in 1909 by a private corporation of the United 

.Church. It has buildings valued at $85,000. Its courses are: 

Classical, literary, pro-seminary, normal, commercial. In 1918 

Columbia College and Pacific Academy were amalgamated 

under the name Pacific College. The joint school is located at 

Everett, Wash. 

Gale College, 
Galesville, Wis. 
Purchased by a corporation of the Norwegian Synod in 1901. 
It was originally established by the Methodists in 1859. It has 
three four-year courses: Classical, English scientific, com- 
mercial. Besides, three shorter courses: The business course, 
the shorthand course and the music course. 

Tuition, room and board, about $190 for the school year. 
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Luther Academy, 
Albert Lea, Minn. 

Established in 1888 by a private corporation of the Nor- 
wegian Synod. It offers a college preparatory course and an 
academic course of four years each; a parochial normal course, 
a commercial and a shorthand and typewriting course, a 
music course and a preparatory course in the common branches. 
Enrollment, 1917-18, 171 regular students, besides a large 
number of special students in piano, voice and elocution. 

Tuition, board and room, about $190 a year. 

Pacific Lutheran Academy, 
Parkland, Wash. 
Established in 1894, by members of the Norwegian Synod. 
Its building is valued at $110,000. This school has done excel- 
lent pioneer work for the Church on the Pacific coast. It has 
maintained three four-year courses, besides a complete com- 
mercial department and a musical department. 

It is now to be amalgamated with Columbia College. 

Pleasant View Luther College, 
Ottawa, 111. 

Established in 1896 by a corporation of the United Church. 
It has the following courses of study: Academic-classical, 
academic, English, teachers', elementary and advanced, domes- 
tic science and domestic art, commercial, common school, paro- 
chial and school of music. 

Tuition, room and board, by the year, $225. 
Outlook College, 
Outlook, Sask., Canada . 

Was established in 1915 on a similar basis and is similar in 
character to Camrose College, at Camrose, Canada. 

Scandinavia Academy, 
Scandinavia, Wis. 

Established in 1893 by members of the United Church. 
Courses: Academic, four years; parochial, three years; normal, 
two years; preparatory, one year. Afso has a commercial de- 
partment and a music department. 

Tuition, board and room, for the school year, $190. 
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Spokane College, 
Spokane, Wash. 

Established in 1907 by a private corporation. Came under 
the support of the United Church in 1911. Academy courses: 
Classical, Scientific, and English ; parochial course, three years ; 
commercial course; music course. 

Tuition, room and board, for the school year, about $230. 
Enrollment, 1917-18, 64. 

Waldorf Lutheran College, 
Forest City, Iowa 

Established in 1903 by a corporation of the United Church. 
Courses: Academic, normal, bookkeeping, stenographic, agri- 
cultural. Departments of music, manual training and domestic 
science. The average enrollment for the past eight years has 
been 300 students. 

Will mar Seminary, 
Willmar, Minn. 

This is one of the pioneer schools among our people, which 
were established for the purpose of combining high school and 
business college work. It was founded in 1882 by a private 
corporation. In 1898 the school came into closer relationship 
with the Norwegian Synod. It maintains a college preparatory, 
a teachers' review, a commercial and a music course. 

Jewell College . 

This institution has, for the coming year, suspended opera- 
tions. It was established in 1893 by a private corporation. In 
1905 it was transferred to the Hauge Synod. Its buildings and- 
equipment are valued at about $35,000. 



This completes a very brief review of the main facts about 
our educational institutions. Any of these schools will be glad 
to send you its catalog, if you are interested in obtaining infor- 
mation about the school.

The Pension Fund 

Rev. E. I. Str0m 

THE board of pensions has charge of a very important 
activity of the Church. The Church recognizes that 
the retired minister and his family have a just claim 
upon it. One church body declares that the retired minister's 
claim is "inherent," another that it is "foremost," while the Na- 
tional Council of Laymen has called it "supreme." 

Our own Lutheran Church has been so busy building its 
schools, hospitals, orphan homes and other institutions, that it 
is only in recent years that any serious thought has been given 
to the retired minister. 

Two of the three bodies that united in 1917 to form the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America had pension funds in 
operation. The third body had made plans toward getting 
such a fund, which should begin its operation in 1920. 

The united body took over the existing funds and elected a 
board of pensions to take charge of this work. The members 
of this board are: Prof. L. W. Boe, President; Mr. E. Walde- 
land, Treasurer; Rev. E. I. Str^m, Secretary; Rev. G. Sme- 
dal, Prof. A. O. Mortvedt, Mr. L. I. Roe and Rev. D. T. 
Borgen. 

The Church has established this fund for its pastors, profes- 
sors, missionaries, parochial school teachers, managers of its 
institutions, its editors, auditor, treasurer, and the secretaries 
of boards who devote all their time to the service of the 
Church. 

On July 31, 1918, the fund had 886 members. 

The fund has been formed by the payment by each member 
of an entrance fee of $200 and by voluntary contributions to 
the fund. 

At the first meeting of the Church, in 1917, a special com- 
mittee was elected to make collections for the fund. The mem- 
bers of this committee are Mr. S. H. Holstad, Rev. S. Numme- 
dahl, Rev. K. Bj0rgo, Rev. A. E. Lien and Rev. M. Norstad. 
This committee had up to July 31, 1918, collected $23,768.69. 
The permanent fund at that time was $233,408.22. 

A reserve fund has been established. This is now $9,717.36. 
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The annuity account pays the pensions. It is built up one 
year and paid out the following year. The board of pensions 
can not pay out in any one year more than the annuity ac- 
count received the year before.

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The annuity account derives its income from the following 
sources: 

1. The interest on the permanent fund. 

2. The annual) fee of $10.00 from each member. 

3. Forty per cent of the net profits of the publishing busi- 
ness of the Church. 

4. Annual contributions from the congregations and other 
voluntary contributions. 

Pensions are paid to pastors having retired on account of 
old age (65 years) or on account of permanent disability through 
sickness. Pensions are also paid to the families of deceased 
members of the fund. All pensioners share in equal amounts in 
the benefits. No single pension shall in any one year exceed $500. 

Last year pensions were paid for three quarters. A total 
amount of $27,219.83 was paid to 46 superannuated pastors 
and teachers, 3 pastors disabled by sickness, 39 widows and one 
orphan family. Payments commenced at the beginning of 
the second quarter. The following amounts were paid at the 
close of each quarter: $9,092.80, $9,088.41, $8,930.58, total 
$27,219.83. 

The annuity account for this year was $42,642.80. One- 
fourth of this was paid out July 31st to 94 pensioners, giving 
each. $119.38. 

On July 31, 1918, the status of the fund was as follows:

In connection with the above article, which describes the 
history and present status of our pension fund, a few words 
about the importance of this matter to the Church, both in the 
light of its past and its future, may not be out of place. 

Few of our former ministers and teachers could look for- 
ward to old age without misgivings. With most of them it 
took strong Christian faith and trust in God as well as the 
most untiring devotion to their work not to lose courage when 
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they began to think of the time when they would be obliged to 
retire from active work. The great majority of them could 
not, even though they practised an economy which often bor- 
dered on parsimony, save anything from their incomes that 
would provide for them a haven of refuge in old age.

PENSION FUND COMMITTEE 

During the pioneer times, when people as well as pastors 
were young, strong and healthy, little serious thought was 
given to this problem. If some pastor's family was left desti- 
tute through his death or sickness, the other ministers together 
with interested laymen and the congregations of the pastor in 
question usually donated something toward the aid of the fam- 
ily. In time this developed into a voluntary fund for providing 
annually some aid to needy pastors and to the families of 
deceased pastors. 
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This was better than nothing; but as the years passed, it 
was seen that a more thoroughly organized system based upon 
the business experience of modern pension and aid organizations 
would become necessary in order to fulfill the duty of the 
Church toward its fast aging pastors and teachers. This led 
to the establishment of the pension fund described above. 

The laymen of the Church had awakened very largely to 
the need as well as the justice of such a fund. This was es- 
pecially the case among business men and men of public affairs. 
Several of these subscribed liberally toward the establishment 
of the fund. Many congregrations also came nobly to the 
front. When they discovered that their pastor could not even 
provide the sum required for membership fee in the fund, they 
donated to him an amount sufficient for this purpose. As will 
be seen from the article of the secretary, the pension fund is 
now well under way, and has been placed on a sound business 
basis. 

But "well begun is only half done." Let the good work go 
on. Note that the fourth source given for the income of the 
fund is: "Annual contributions from the congregations and 
other voluntary contributions." This source represents your 
Christian fellowship and love for those who have been bearers 
of the Gospel light among you. It represents your gratitude to 
them and to God, Who sent them. Without free and willing 
contributions from this source, the pension fund will come 
short of fulfilling its aim, both financially and spiritually.

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The Lutheran Church in North 
America 

WHO are we? Where are we? And what are we? 
are questions which more and more begin to be asked 
by the present generation of Lutherans. A few statis- 
tics may partly help to answer these questions. We have taken 
the statistics from the Lutheran Church Year-Book of 1918, 
following also the general order given in this book. 

The General Council was organized in 1867, its oldest synod 
being the Ministerium of Pennsylvania, organized in 1748. It 
now consists of the synods of Pennsylvania, New York, Pitts- 
burgh, Texas, Ohio, Augustana (Swedish), Canada, Chicago, 
English Synod of the Northwest, Manitoba, Pacific, New York 
and New England, Nova Scotia, Central Canada. The total 
baptized membership of these synods is 760,441. 

The General Synod was organized in 1820, its oldest divi- 
sion, the Synod of Maryland, being organized in the same year. 
It consists of the synods of Maryland, West Pennsylvania, East 
Ohio, Allegheny, East Pennsylvania, Miami, Pittsburgh, Wit- 
tenberg, Olive Branch, Northern Illinois, Central Pennsylvania, 
Iowa,' Northern Indiana, Central Illinois, Susquehanna, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, Wartburg, California, Rocky Mountain, Ger- 
man Synod of Nebraska, Southern Illinois, New York, West 
Virginia. The total baptized membership is 474,740. 

The United Synod was organized in 1886, its oldest branch, 
the Synod of North Carolina, being organized in 1803. It con- 
sists of the synods of North Carolina, Tennessee, South Caro- 
lina, Virginia, Southwestern Virginia, Mississippi, Georgia, 
Holston. The total baptized membership is 73,510. 

These three bodies have decided to unite into one general 
body under the name of The United Lutheran Church of 
America. It will have a baptized membership of over one 
million. The Swedish Augustana Synod declined to join the 
merger, declaring in favor of a confederation of the Lutheran 
church bodies in North America. 
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The Sy nodical Conference was organized in 1872, its oldest 
synod, that of Missouri, having been organized in 1847. It 
now consists of the synods of Missouri, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Michigan, Nebraska, and the Slovak Synod. The Synodical 
Conference is the largest Lutheran body in America, having 
a total baptized membership of 1,244,520. 

The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America was or- 
ganized in 1917 by the union of the Hauge Synod, The Nor- 
wegian Synod, and the United Church, which represented the 
main divisions of the Lutheran church among the pioneer Nor- 
wegian settlers of the United States. The total baptized mem- 
bership of this body, as given by the Year-Book of 1918 (partly 
estimated), is 485,000. 

Independent Synods. There are, outside the above general 
bodies, the following independent organizations. The date of 
organization and baptized membership are given for each.

The total baptized membership of all these organizations, 
representing the Lutheran Church in North America, is 
3,639,208. 

Their total confirmed membership is 2,448,412. 

In addition to the above general statistics we shall give 
some items of special interest about our own church body, the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, taken from the re- 
ports of the last annual meeting. 

. In the first place it was decided to eliminate the word 
"Norwegian" from the name of the body. Although this word 
is historically appropriate, it is no longer actually correct, 
inasmuch as other nationalities are represented in its member- 
ship, and the English language is very largely used in its wor- 
ship. A committee was elected to report upon the future name 
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of the organization, which no doubt will be The United Lu- 
theran Synod. 

From the "Summary of Parochial Reports" we have se- 
lected the following items as being of the most general interest: 
They are given separately for each of the nine districts into 
which the general body is divided.

These totals apparently fall below the corresponding totals 
of the Lutheran Church Year-Book of 1918. But in addition 
to the above the secretary reports a long list of congregations 
which have submitted no reports to him. A fair estimate of the 
membership of these congregations added to the above totals 
will bring the grand totals up to those of the Year-Book. 

The English Association 

A large number of our congregations have adopted the Eng- 
lish language as their official language, and many of these are 
already using this language exclusively in their regular services. 

In order to take care of this fast increasing English work 
in as efficient a manner as possible, an "English Association" 
was formed in November, 1917. 

The association held a special meeting during the convention 
at Fargo, N. D., in June, 1918. Up to that time more than 
40 congregations had joined the association. 

The president of the association is Dr. C. O. Solberg, who 
resigned his position as head of the department of Christianity 
at St. Olaf College, in order to devote his entire time to the 
interest of the English work in the Church.

What the Lutheran Church is Doing 
for its Boys in the Army and Navy 

WE had hoped to have an article on this subject from 
one of the men actively engaged in this work, but 
were disappointed. As we believe the Lutneran Al- 
manac would be incomplete without an account of the very 
important activities which have been put forth by our Church 
in this respect, we have compiled a general review of the subject 
from the sources at hand. These are principally: a pamphlet 
sent out by the Lutheran Brotherhood of America; the report 
of Rev. Lauritz Larsen, secretary of the National Lutheran 
Commission, to our annual meeting; and a letter of Rev. J. A. 
O. Stub, executive secretary of the same organization, to the 
Lutheran Church Herald. For the sake of continuity, we have 
omitted quotation marks and special references. 

Among Protestants, the Lutheran Church ranks first in the 
percentage of men in service. The Old Mother Church fol- 
lows her sons in this great crisis into camp and trench. She 
bids her sons be strong, ready to lay down their lives in the 
service of their country. She brings spiritual peace and 
courage. 

The Lutheran Brotherhood of America 

This is a federation of all the men's societies, clubs, or 
brotherhoods of good standing within the Lutheran Church in 
the United States. It has three aims: 

1. To encourage men to be faithful to their home congrega- 
tions. 

2. To instill into the minds of young and old the highest 
type of patriotism. 

3. To assist in furthering the religious, moral and social 
well-being of the soldiers of the United States at the different 
camps or cantonments as well as upon the battlefield. 

The L. B. A. places itself at the service of the government 
and will exert all its influence upon its members to do so, in-

dividually and collectively. It will also encourage its mem- 
bers to do constructive work to build up a Christian citizen- 
ship in our land that will perpetuate the lofty and righteous 
principles of our Republic. It will provide the organization by 
means of which the most effective work can be done for the 
soldiers' and sailors' welfare. By erecting suitable buildings or 
otherwise providing for quarters it will enable the army and 
camp pastors to "make good." Its purpose can not be achieved 
by any other organization. It is the only agency by which Lu- 
theran buildings may be erected within the camps and canton- 
ments. 

The Lutheran Church can not hope to gain any special 
privileges that are not and can not be granted to any other 
church by our government. In this matter church agency can 
be recognized only through such secular organizations as the 
Y. M. C. A., the K. C, and the L. B. A. 

Why is not the Y. M. C. A. equipment sufficient for our 
needs? The Y. M. C. A. is a wonderful organization. But in 
the very nature of the case it can not do for our army and camp 
pastors what the L. B. A. is doing. Although the Catholic 
people have been generally considered as excused from par- 
ticipating in the Y. M. C. A. drives, on account of their con- 
tributions to the K. C. work, we have not asked, nor will we ask 
for exemption from taking our share in the Y. M. C. A. 
drives. We are glad to help them in their great work. Dr. 
John Mott says: "The Y. M. C. A. is a body of laymen. 
Commissioned and volunteer chaplains are pastors. Both are 
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indispensable to our Army and Navy. They should seek in 
every way in their power to support each other. The associa- 
tion cannot perform the functions of the pastor." 

Our Lutheran position is broad, tolerant,, helpful. "Every- 
body Welcome" is one of our signs. The privileges of the 
buildings are for all the men. A club-room is open to the of- 
ficers and many make use of it. When a building is dedicated, 
the commandant of the camp is the guest of honor, and the 
building is turned over to him. He receives the building on 
behalf of the government. The L. B. A. wishes to serve our

country. Among the endorsements of public men which its 
work has received, we quote the following:

The Brotherhood is loyal and patriotic to the core, and is 
doing good work among our soldiers, giving special attention 
to those of the Lutheran faith. The work it is engaged in is 
most laudable and patriotic, and, therefore, I cannot do other- 
wise than to commend it."

No better proof is needed, of the fact that Lutheran loyalty 
is a matter of deeds rather than words, than the history of the 
"Lutheran Drive" during the winter of 1918, when we started 
out to raise $750,000 for pastoral work among our soldiers, and 
raised nearly one and one-third million dollars. It was ac-

complished through the united plans and efforts of the L. B. A. 
and the N. L. C, or the "National Lutheran Commission," a 
later organization of which we shall speak more fully : 

The National Lutheran Commission 

When war was declared, there were two or three Lutheran 
chaplains in the service of our country. At present there are 
forty-nine. The appointments of these men have all passed 
through the chaplains' committee of the N. L. C, and none 
of our men are now appointed by the government unless they 
are approved by this committee. 
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The N. L. C. has already appointed a large number of 
pastors for the camps, cantonments and training stations in 
our country, and more are constantly being added. 

A thorough understanding and an effective basis of co-oper- 
ation has been agreed upon with the Lutheran Brotherhood 
of America. The L. B. A. stands ready to erect buildings 
wherever the N. L. C. desires. Its campaign for funds was 
merged with that of the commission, and much of the won- 
derful success of the drive, especially in the Middle Western 
states, was due to the influence of the Brotherhood and the ef- 
fective work of its representatives. 

In accordance with the earnest desire of our Church and 
our boys with the colors, and upon urgent invitation from the 
French Lutheran Church, an effort has been made to send 
pastors of our Church to France. 

Another way in which our Church may be advantageously 
represented in the work in "France has been opened through the 
Red Cross, which desires a number of chaplains for hospital 
work, and also a large number of men as casualty searchers. 
The importance of both these branches of work can hardly be 
overestimated. The N. L. C. will pay the salaries of Lutheran 
men for this work. The Red Cross* provides their equipment 
and expenses. In the case of exceptionally well-qualified chap- 
lains, recommended by their war-commission, the Red Cross 
will pay for the support of their families at home. 

Of literature published by the N. L. C, to help the camp 
pastors, the army chaplains, as well as the home pastors and 
the parents in their spiritual care of the boys, the following may 
be noted: 

A Soldier's Letter. 

A Soldier's Catechism, with topics and Scripture passages 
appropriate to soldier experiences. 

Message for the Day. Hymn, Collect and Text for every 
Sunday, with brief sermon. 

The Christian Service in War Times, for pastors and con- 
gregations. 

Army and Navy Service Book. This has been pronounced 
the most excellent book of hymns, texts and prayers published 
by any organization for the use of soldiers and sailors. It has 
been printed, reprinted, and distributed in thousands of 
copies. 
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It has constantly been the purpose of the Commission to 
send a personal message to all the Lutheran boys with the 
colors. This has been done to a certain extent, but has been 
greatly hampered by the fact that so many pastors, in spite of 
repeated requests, have failed to send to our office a list of 
the boys from their churches in the service. To date only 
20,000 names have been received, although a conservative es- 
timate of Lutherans in service is 200,000. 

Another important field of work is the large number of 
military hospitals. Two men have already been assigned as 
supervisors of work in the hospitals, and it is our purpose to 
give all Lutheran boys in the various hospitals an opportunity 
to be ministered unto by pastors of their own faith. 

A women's committee has also been organized and is ac- 
tively engaged in getting the women of churches to prepare 
useful clothing that may be distributed by the chaplains and 
camp pastors wherever needed. 

All this work is naturally expensive, because of the unusual 
circumstances under which it must be carried on. The ques- 
tion of securing funds was, therefore, from the very beginning 
a burning one. Various plans were suggested, and smaller col- 
lections were started. It was finally decided that a general 
campaign for funds should be made, the time being set for Feb- 
ruary 26, 1918. Innumerable difficulties were encountered. 
Nevertheless, the churches responded splendidly, and the re- 
sult of the campaign far exceeded expectations. The goal had 
been set at $750,000. The total subscriptions reported amounted 
to $1,318,439.68. The report for the various states follows. 
In the first column is given the quota as apportioned, in the 
second the actual amount subscribed.

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A little over one-half of the subscriptions had been paid in 
by May 1, 1918. 

The attention of the N. L. C. has been called to a new and 
important field of labor for the Church. It is in the industrial 
centres which have sprung up around munition factories, ship 
building plants, etc., especially in the East. Field Secretary 
H. R. Gold has been delegated to inspect this field and report 
to the various home mission boards. 

The Lutheran synods of Canada have organized a Canadian 
Lutheran commission for soldiers' and sailors' welfare. The 
plan of this commission is similar to that of ours, and it in- 
tends to co-operate with us to the fullest extent possible. 

From a letter to the Lutheran Church Herald of August 
30, 1918, written by Rev. J. A. O. Stub, executive secretary 
of the N. L. C, we glean the following additional facts of 
interest and importance: 

We have now about one hundred commissioned Lutheran 
chaplains, including twenty-three in the chaplains' training 
school at Camp Taylor. 

We have about one hundred twenty-five camp pastors, most 
of whom are devoting their entire time to the work. 

Our commission is also trying to reach the men directly 
through the office. We are sending, beginning Sept. 1st, to 
every man in service whose address we have, a short positive 
Lutheran sermon for every Sunday. The leaflet includes the 
Gospel Text and an appropriate hymn, also the introit and 
collect for the Sunday. 

We are also sending a typewritten personal letter to every 
wounded boy of our Church whose name is recorded with us. 
Only the other day my heart was profoundly moved when we 
sent such a letter to an Indian by the name of Big Thunder. 
(This is no doubt Alfred Big Thunder, from our Indian mis- 
sion at Wittenberg, Wis. He has also attended our normal 
school at Sioux Falls, S. D.) 

Through our camp pastors and through direct service to 
Lutheran boys on ships and at small detached posts, we have 
distributed now upwards of 80,000 copies of The Army and 
Navy Service Book. We are just preparing a personal letter 
from a soldier to his pastor, which we believe will prove a great 
• blessing. Other means of direct service from the office to our 
boys are also in course of preparation. 
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Then, furthermore, through our Brotherhood buildings — 
and social centers in towns situated near the camps — we have 
begun to establish headquarters for our work. At other places, 
local churches offer the best solution. Through many of these 
splendid work has been done. 

In France we now have twenty-three Lutheran chaplains. 
The members of the French Lutheran Church have indeed 
opened their hearts to our boys. It is really pathetic to see how 
eager they are to be of some service to the American boys, and 
not least our Lutheran boys. They have sent to our office a 
little publication, also an enclosure giving the history of the 
French Lutheran Church, and on the frontispiece there are two 
crossed flags, the American and the French; in the top center a 
cross, and in the bottom center an open Bible. At the top is the 
suggestive title, "One in Christ." 

Our service is most difficult near the big embarkation points. 
Our best opportunity there is through buildings right in town; 
for the boys will use their short leave of absence before em- 
barking to go "down town." There we must meet them. We 
must have home-like rooms to which we can invite them, pos- 
sibly for some of them dormitories where they can stay over 
night. Our churches must welcome them and invite them to 
their services and their homes while they are in the city. We 
have, I believe, been able to meet this situation. At Norfolk, 
the great sailors' center, where thousands of boys throng the 
streets, our Brotherhood has bought a splendid building 
with sleeping quarters for a hundred boys. It will give our 
boys a church center where they can feel at home. To some 
extent the same holds true in Newport News. 

In the city of New York we have just secured the free use 
of a fine four-story mansion. The first floor will be used as 
a home club, and a distributing center for those who wish to 
come to our churches and become acquainted with our people. 
Other denominations have done some of this work, with blessed 
results. Such buildings will also be opened in Philiadelphia, 
Baltimore, and probably Brooklyn and Boston. As general 
manager of this branch of our work we have secured the 
services of a Lutheran lady, who has done similar work for the 
Presbyterian church of New York city. I believe that the 
Christian women of our Lutheran churches in these cities will 
rally to this work with enthusiasm. In fact we are in many 
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ways greatly indebted to our loyal and efficient women's com- 
mittee.

But don't stay outside of the 
church and then crawl out of your barrel, and later on ask 
for all the privileges of the household. Some men watched 
the great parade in 1865, and regretted that they had not been 
in the ranks for the grand review. And if you come to the 
end of your career, never having shown your colors nor had a 
part in the fight, you will never cease to feel regret that you 
did not die on the battlefield, and were not carried home like 
the heroes upon their shield. — N. D. Hillis. 
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Humor in Church Life 

A WRITER in The Homiletic Review thinks that a 
sensible use of the ability to see the humorous side of 
life is of much value in church affairs. He points in 
particular to the following cases as examples. 

Mr. Faultfinder a\nd Mrs. Gossip 

Mr. Faultfinder very seldom attends church services, but he 
keeps a stock list of all the sins and faults of the church and its 
members. He can tell you what the church ought to do and 
what all its members ought to do. He stands outside, takes 
no active part in the work himself, but considers himself fully 
qualified to act as censor of the church. Why do not the 
church people simply smile at him instead of taking him se- 
riously, as they frequently do? 

Sometimes Mr. Faultfinder is one whose pride or dignity 
has been offended, and he has quit attending church. "Such 
a man takes himself and his grudges too seriously and needs 
hypodermics of humor to be injected into his nature." 

Mrs. Gossip, in her own mind, is a very important person, 
whose specialty is to hunt out* the mistakes of her sisters and 
brothers in the church, "in a just and holy cause," adding 
plenty of spice from her own imagination and serving them with 
hot sauce at the tables of the neighborhood. If the people 
would simply treat her talk as humorous, instead of important, 
her venom would vanish into thin air. 

"St. Braggart's" Church 

It is not an unheard thing that some church will tell you 
that it represents the elite of the town, both as to wealth and 
culture, and that for this reason it is the one church you must 
join. "In a country such as ours no one church has a monopoly 
of "the best people" or of the rich or the cultured. If any 
one church had a preponderance of really cultured people we 
may be sure it would not boast. Does not boasting disprove 
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culture? St. Braggart's church should never be taken al- 
together seriously." 

The Age Limit for Ministers 

There is the "active and aggressive elderly business man" 
who has a very definite notion that a minister should be young, 
at least not over fifty. He is himself well past sixty-five^ Tell 
him that he is too old to take care of his extensive and growing 
business, and he will politely change the subject, if he does 
not abruptly turn his back upon you. If he could only see the 
humorous connection between his opinion of himself and of 
pastors approaching his own age, it might cure him. "The 
spectacle of Protestantism crippling itself by refusing to utilize 
the vigor, ability, and experience of multitudes of its clergy- 
men who happen to be beyond fifty has its grotesque aspects. 
Where wisdom and judgment and experience are supposed to 
be revered and cultivated, the world sees Christians acting 
with a conspicuous lack of these, excluding from pulpits such 
as have arrived at the time of life when men are generally 
chosen for presidents of the nation or governors of states, and 
elected to other offices that demand activity as well as talents." 

Ministers 

"Ministers as well as members of the congregation are for- 
tunate when they remember to keep their sense of humor in 
working order, for most words and happenings are not so fatal 
as they seem. The disturbed parishioner does not by his lack 
of geniality actually change the pastor's destiny. He is also a 
happy clergyman who is able to realize that Mrs. Tempest-in- 
a-Teapot is not arbiter of human affairs, keeping in mind the 
essential difference between a storm at sea and one in a small 
culinary vessel."
